Wednesday: 20/02/10 
James 5:16

hurt us. We can say little white lies that can hurt 
someone we don’t like or understand.

Things that eventually come between 
us and our closeness with God. 


Confessional prayer is important as it clears the air 
and keeps our hearts and thoughts focused on God.

Thursday: 21/02/11 
Philippians 4:6 


The Petition prayer is perhaps what most Christians 
are the most familiar with. We all take these to God 
and ask for a range of things. We may be anxious for 
a job. Or perhaps we have a test of some sort that we 
need to get through. 


Our verse today tells us to take everything to God. 
Not to become anxious. As God hears our fervent 
prayers and will take care of us. That He will hear 
our petition. Just be aware that what we want and 
what we need are two vastly different things. I may 
want to win Lotto, but that 1s not what I may need. 


In your petition have faith God hears and know 
what’s best for you in all things.

Psalm 100:2
